' NOTES 
Sonata Rhapsody for Viola and Piano JEAN COULTHARD 
This piece was the "required repertoire", viola, for the 1988 


Eckhardt-Gramatté Competition. The composer has written this 
note: "The title explains the improvisatory and indeed virtuoso 
style of the piece ~- a veritable tour de force. The dramatic 
‘Allegro con Forza' demonstrates the chamber qualities of the 
instrument though relieved, of course, by lyric passages. 


"Interlude in May' is much gentler -- written one perfectly 
beautiful early summer (in appreciation of my garden). ‘Allegro 
con Brio,' the final movement, rounds out the work with a wild 


rhapsodic finish." 


Variations, Op. 11 for Solo Viola JACQUES HETU 


This piece was the "required repertoire" for the 1977 Eckhardt- 
Gramatté Competition. At that time, the composer supplied the 
following analytical note: "The work consists of a theme and five 
variations. The theme, marked 'sostenuto', itself very ornate, 
takes the form of an ascending and descending melodic curve. The 
first two variations preserve the underlying spirit of the theme, 
while contrasting the upper and lower registers of the _ solo 
instrument. The third variation, somewhat more elaborate, takes 
the form of a '‘'Scherzo' -- in fact there are two variations in 
one -- trills and tremolos in the 'scherzo' and repeated notes in 
the 'trio' section. The fourth variation, very calm, treats the 
theme polyphonically; the last variation, an ‘accelerando e 
crescendo', leads to an abridged and final statement of the 
theme. " 


Sonata for Viola and Piano, Op. 11, No. 4 PAUL HINDEMITH 


This highly ingratiating work consists of a fantasy followed by 
a theme with seven variations, which are divided so as to give 
the sonata three movements. Despite the constant restless 
modulations, the feeling is distinctly tonal and the progressions 
occasionally suggest modal influences.
